This new and growing develop­ 
ment is due in large part to the 
aucctssful pioneering of such com­ 
panies as General Electric in over­ 
seas licensing operations for what 
businessmen call the “ hard goods’* 
field. 


The soft goods field which in­ 
cludes almost any sort of clothing 
is moving 
in 
rapidly. And the 
moving force 
is a man named 
Richard Howard, the cheerful »nd 
atubbv president of International 
Licensing Associates 
which man­ 
ages to exchange American know­ 
how for cash in the till. 


Has Good Results 
The know -how involves Ameri­ 
can manufacturing methods, 
re­ 
search. advertising and promotion. 
It involves no risk of investing 
capital abroad or the problems 
of absentee management. The re­ 
sults are good for both countrie». 
International mutual economic sta­ 
bility is improved—and the parent 
company gets five per cent 


One of the pioneers in the "soft 
good*'' field is Manhattan Shirts, 
which began its o\erseas opera 
tions in Colombia in 1*51 with a 
•mall operation tha* has now be­ 
come one of the major industries 
of the nation 


Sales in 1981 in Colomb’a are 
estimated at $1 mi"ion Lou Sten­ 
gel. president of ?he Manhattan 
Company which now has licensees 
in 21 foreign rations, predicts that 
by 1970 profits from international 
operations may he greater than 
those from domestic operations. 


Basically, the paren* company 


licenses the use of the company 


name and takes a percentage of 


the profits. It supplies technical 
help to the licensee 
both factory 
apd sales, gives information on 
supply and 
marketing and con­ 
tinues to help until the lieensae 
has built up a aound business.

Grew, Growing 


NEW YORK (UPI)—In disclos­ 


ing industry plans for new elec­ 


tric power transmission facilities 


and interconnecting systems, the 
Edison Electric Institute came up 
with some 
startling figures 
on 


how American’s use of electricity 
has grown and how much it is 
expected to grow. 


Concerning itself with the pri­ 
vately. or investor, owned com pa­ 
nies. the institute said that about 
four-fifths of the nation's electric 
power customers are served by 
these, and the remaining one fifth 
by government 
financed power 
suppliers. About three-fourths of 
the power plant capacity is fur­ 
nished by the companies, the bal­ 
ance by government - financed 
power suppliers. 


Reporting at a meeting here on 
the progress of a two-year study 
in

tems Philip A. Fleglcr. president 
of the institute, said that electric 
companies 
have

piant and equipment, equivalent 
to 10 per cent of new construction 
for all American business.

Carla Teaches a Lesson 
Springboardto White House 


Hurricane Carla this week provided a meaningful picture 
of what could, and probably would, happen, in event of a nu­ 
clear attack on Southern California — the confusion of mass 
exodus. The picture is just a preliminary sketch, many of 
the dangers of a nuclear attack were not present in the flight 
from the storm in Texas. 


There, highways were fammed by bumped-to-bumper 
flight. AH available accomodations away from the storm danger 
gone w ere soon gobbled up and hundreds — thousands — had 
to press on in their exhausted flight to points farther inland. 


But this exodus did not involve maimed and burned per­ 
sons. There was no great indication of panic. There was plenty 
of warning and time for preparation. Even at that, lodgings, 
food and water proved inadequate far too often. 


What of a mass exodus in the event of an attack with nuclear 
weapons on our coastal regions? The flight in Texas, with ample 
warning, was serious enough. Multiply that many times and 
add injuries and panic and, from that, draw a picture of what 
could happen here. 


Leading authorities are coming to the conclusion that run­ 
ning away from a possible bomb attack is not the entire answer. 
They point to the problem of jammed and cluttered highways 
as shown in Texas, the lack of supplies, the over crow ding of 
centers in the safe areas. 
«■ 


A greater interest in Civil Defense and the elimination of 
public apathy and the eradication of the attitude “it can't hap­ 
pen here" is pointed out as the best answer of what's going to 
happen in the case of an enemy attack. 


Russia has defied world opinion and has resumed nuclear 
testing — that should rip into the shrouds of apathy and indicate 
that the threat is a live one. 


The cost of survival will be astronomical and the building 
of fallout shelters should be listed as a military preparedness 
move and thus merit federal assistance. 


It is a problem which vitally affects Palm Springs although 
aome claim we are not a vital target However, if a bomb does 
fall in the densely pop;dated coastal plain, the ensuing panic 
will wipe out the warning that mass flight is not the answer 
and the highways leading to the desert ssill be jammed. We 
•hould be prepared to care for those who do get through. 


W e do not wish to push the panic button but all signs 
indicate that the time to ignore the A or H bomb threat is at 
an end and should be replaced by preparedness plans, profit­ 
ing by the Texas lesson that mass flight is not the real answer.
